Earl Sherard Jr. chief of 
Neurology at Children's Hospital, 
and Dr. Bernard S. Abrams.

fort, have succeeded-—ia—bringing 
his country a drug that will help vic- 
tims of epilepsy who have not 
préviously been helped by existing 
drugs. 


it all began when Dr. Abrams’ six- 
year-old daughter was stricken with 
epilepsy last January. After being 
told by three doctors that nothing 
madre could be done for his daughter, 
Abrams initiated his own research 
and discovered that a drug, “Sodium 
Valproate" might offer hope for his 
daughter. , 

Abrams, in desperation, took his 
information to Sherard, who he said 
was the only doctor who was in- 
terested. Although'the drug has-been- 
used in Europe, Canada and South 
America for five to 10 years, it was 
not available for general use in this 
aunty...

The US. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration requirements allowed 
use of,the drug on a very limited, ex- 
perimental basis and it was expected 
to‘take two years or more before it 
could be released.

fn the People’s Republic of China they 
often speak of The Cultural Revolution. 
The late Mao Tse-Tung chose to 
promote China's revolutionary vigor of 
youth, women, workers and poor 
peasants to the highest places in society. 
There apparently is room in this country 
for a cultural revolution, at least in the 
‘performing arts. 

While few blacks or whites have the 
funds to overly indulge in the 
appreciation of European classics, still 
all is not well in Denmark.

Fortunately for all of us, the tur- 
bulent days’ of the fifties and sixties 
are behind us. Let’s hope that never 
again will we ever return to the bur- 
ning of our neighborhoods and the 
slaughtering of our people. 

Through blood, tears and suffering, 


we fought the good fight and paid . 


the price. , 

We are now in the kind of situation, 
so eloquently described by Frederick 
Douglass..in_a speech delivered in 
Rochester, N.Y., in 1853. 

Douglass said: “We would not lay 
our burdens upon the other men's 
shoulders; but we do-ask in the name 
of all that is just and magnanimous 
among men, to be freed from all the 
unnatural burdehs and impediments 
with which American—custom and 
American legislation have hindered 
our progress and improvement ... We 
ask that the doors of the school 
house, the workshop, the church, the 
college, shall be thrown open as 
freely to our. children as to the 
children. of other members of the 
community.” 

It is ironical that the same things 
he importuned about, we are still 
dealing with them today. 

Douglass talked about the “un- 
natural burdens and impediments" of 
“American legislation.” 

With our high unemployment rate, 
we are still. fighting to break the 
racial prejudice that contributes so 
much to this high unemployment. 
Congress and the various legislative 
bodies, are still reluctant to com- 
pletely release us from all the 


shackles that American racism im-_ 


poses upon us. 

Despite the progress we. have 
made in getting jobs in the last 15 
years,-we-still-have- many barriers to 
break down before real equality is at- 
tained. The government, both federal 
and local, have passed legislation 
supposedly removing the racial 
barriers. But, getting laws on the 
books- and having them fully im- 
plemented are two different things. 

We have not as yet fully com- 
prehended the fact that we must be 
just as militant for enforcement as we 
were for the passage of laws.

AMATO 241 awed 
some 70 of their leaders and supporters 
detained or confined to their homes. 
Among the top leaders arrested or 
gagged were Dr. Nthato Motlana, chair- 
man of thé Soweto Committee of Ten, 
which is seeking self-government for all- 
black cities such as Soweto with its more 
than a million people. Donald- Woods, 
white, an outspoken anti-government 
editor of the East London Daily Dispatch, 
was banned, along with Dr. Bayers 
Naude, a one-time pastor of the conser- 
vative Dutch Reform Church, who has 
been banned for the next five years. 
Even pro-government newspapers 
have indicated concern over the attack 
on the freedom of the press, Saying that 
they feared the closing down of the 
World, was the first step in a campaign to 
end press freedom in South Africa. 
The latest crackdown by the South 
African government drew immediate fire 
from the Carter administration, which 
said it was “deeply disturbed", and war- 
ned that the crackdown had “im- 
plications” for the future South African 
relations with the United States.

An adverse decision in this case 
could invalidate. most of the civil 
tights gains we have made in the last 
half-century. If past discriminations 
and inequities can’t be remedied by 
law, must we resort to the mob as our 
only remedy? 

Every. dawning day brings with it, 
new problems, more challenges. - 

The most effective tool the Negro 
has found that he can use peacefully 
and effectively, is the ballot. Yet, 
despite the fact that the vote is now 
available to us on a basis of equality, 
we have not quite understood or 
mastered its practical use. — 

Despite the fact that we have 17 
blacks in Congress, Lieutenant 
Governors~ in‘ some states, black 
Mayors and many other public of- 
tices filled by our people, a little over 
half of our people are still unconvin- 
ced that voting is important. 

After 124 years, we are still calling 
on our modern day Douglasses to 
mouth the same clarion call. We are 
still seeking the same relief 
Frederick Douglass so clearly enun- 
ciated. 

Is this progress? Or stagnation? It 
has been well said, that: “The great 
work-of-our-generation is to-make 
this-land-a-place for-any and-every in- 
dividual human being to live a life of 
dignity and méaning. It is our task to 
make this a society to which no 
child's growth will be stunted or 
fulfillment imparied by circumstan- 
ces that can be prevented.” 

So though, things may seem 
tranquil, the hot fires of segregation 
are still burning our hopes for a bet- 
ter tomorrow. The calm must not im- 
mobilize us. Our civil rights battle is 
a long way from being won. As an old 
man once said: “Heep see, but few 
understand.”

Bell In Maverick Role 


. Thomas Bell (D-Cleveland) parted company 
— with his nine black colleagues in the Ohio 
House last week when he refused 10 90 along with the 
Senate's version of on gene million capital im. 

‘ovement appropriation p 
Othe Senate Eo cerumed the bill tothe House after 
gutting it of a provision which provided that 10 per. 
cent of the total amount be earmarked for minority 
business enterprises and women. As passed by the 
House Sept. 20, the measure virtually assured that 
about $60 million would be available to minority 
businesses who could qualify. 

The Senate killed this provision and rentaced it with 
a section which authorized the Board of Regents and 
the Administration Services Dept. to oversee 
allocations to small Lares iged applicants to share in 
Mek uhie mae voted Nainet the bill when it was 
before the House last month, even with the minority 
feature, took the floor in opposition to concurring in 
the Senate amendments. He could have supported a 
provision which spelled out a flat amount for blacks, 
whether it was two percent or five. percent, but the 
small business feature really doesn't .assure that 
minorities will be allocated one dime out of the $524 
million’ appropriation, he suggested. 

Bell, who is serving his second term in the House, 
concedes that his maverick stance will probably 
jeopardize his effectiveness as a lawmaker, but vows 
never to appeal to the leadership “with hat,in hand” 
just to get what he deserves as. an elected official. 

Rep. James Rankin (0-25 Cincinnati), one of the 
prime promoters of the ill-fated-minorities provision, 
was obviously upset over its treatment in the Senate, 
but he supported the small business feature because 
it was better than nothing, he said. 

House Majority Leader William Mallory, also of Cin- 
cinnati, said he recently had a change of heart about 
the minority provision. Noting that it would’ have 


benefitted only certain people, he said that in the - 


future he will work for legislation which will benefit 
the “masses.” 

While he regretted loss of the minority amendment, 
Rankin pointed out that Central State University will. 
raceive more: than $5-million: of the $213 million 
allocated to universities and ‘colleges for im- 
provements. 

Before recessing until Nov. 15, the Ohio Senate 
confirmed several of Gov, James A, Rhodes ap- 
pointments to various boards and commissions. Elder 
Ronald 8; McNabb of Columbus was cleared by the 
Senate to serve on the Board of Embalmers and 
Funeral Directors. He succeeds Ralph W. Byle of 
Dayton in the term which expires June 30, 1962. 

The Senate also approved a previously passed 
House bill requiring pawnbrokers to take and keep 
photographs of persons, hocking or selling 
to them. Rep. C.J. McLin of Dayton sponsored the bill 
in the House. The Senate passed it 31 to 0, and sent it 
to Rhodes to be signed into law.

Discrimination against minorities still exists, still 
penetrates every sector of our society, still operates to 
exclude blacks from their fair share of the rewards 
and responsibilities of our society. If Bakke actually 
lost his chance to enter medical school because a 
mere 16 places had been set aside for minority en- 
trants — and that’s doubtful since he'd been rejected 
by 11 other medical schools as well - then the 
damage done him has to be weighed against the 
benefits to society of increasing the number of 
minority doctors. 

And Bakke's whole case rests on the fact that his 
test scores were higher than those of minorities ad- 
mitted to the University. But since when have test 
scores been the only determinants? Here we run 
smack up against the myth of the merit system, a fic: 
tional device many Americans believe exists. 

There is no merit system, and there never has been. 
Criteria other than test scores have always been used. 
Money, influence, political connections, geography, 
excellence in sports,"and many other factors have 
resulted in people being admitted to universities while

There is an obviously 
vicious intent to separate 
and divide the races which 
is undermining the good- 
will of good citizens in 
Columbus. 

It is very evident that the 
Columbus’ Board of 
Education election is the 
most discussed. It is im- 
possible for the four can- 
didates to occupy the three 
available seats on the 
Board, ‘but it is hoped that 
the unfortunate ones will 


continue in their efforts to ° 


revamp the attitudes and 
procedures of the present
